GOVERNMENT THA PLANTATIONS IN ASSAM. 





In consequence of the operations of the Government Experimental ‘Tea Culture in Assam being 
about to be brought to a close, as notified in the Government Gazette No. 26, of the Ist April 1846, 
‘Tenders will be received at this Office for the purchase of the undermentioned Government Tea Barrees, 
together with Buildings, Manufacturing Implements, Tools, Stores, &c., attached thereto. 


These Barrees have abundance of land fit for the growth of the ‘Tea Plant in the vicinity, and 
admit of being greatly extended; they are situated within about 16 miles of the Sudder Station of the 
District, Dibroo Ghur, where there is a small temporary Bungalow belonging to the Concern. A good 
Road is now in progress through Muttuck, which will pass within a few hundred yards of the Dinjoy 
Barree, and this Road will be completed in the course of next cold season : the accompanying Sketch* 
will show the relative position of the Barrees. 


To persons desirous of engaging in the Cultivation of Sugar Cane, in conjunction with that of the 
Tea Plant, these Barrees would be found particularly advantageous, as there is much fine fresh land 
in the vicinity of Dinjoy and Chubwa, well suited for the growth of the Cane, and which may he 
rented, to the extent required, from time to time, for cultivation: the present rent of such land, 
wien actuall) taken up, being only 8 annag per poora. 

With the Establishment at present attached to the Barrees, the purchaser would have to make his 
own arrangements; the Members, generally, are well acquainted with the process of the preparation of 
the Tea, in all its branches, and, if well superintended, would be equal to the duties of a greatly ex- 
tended concern.

An Act for the encouragement of learning in the 
Territories subject tv the Government of the Eust 
India Company, by deftning and providing for the 
enforcement of the right called Coypright licrein. 
Whereas doubts may exist whethersthe right 

called Cepyright can be enforced by the Common 

Law of England ia those parts of the Territories 





aubject to the Government of the East India Com- 
pany into which the Common Law of England has 
been introduced : 


And whereas donbts may exist whethor the said 
right can be enforced by virtue of the principles 
of equity and good conscience in the other parts 
of the lerritories subject to the Government of 
the East India Company: 


And whereas for the encouragement of learning 
it is desirable that the existence of the said right 
should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said 
right should be made capable of easy enforcement 
in every part of the said Territories : 


And whereas it is doubtful whether the Act of 
Parhament 5 and 6 Victoria C. 45, entitled 
“an Act to amend the Law of Copyright,” although 
such Act extend to every part of the British De- 
minions, has made appropriate and sufficient pre- 
viaion for the enforcement in every part of thé 
said ‘Territories subject to the Government of the 
East India Company of the said right by proprie- 
tors thereof: and whether the satd Act of Parlia- 
ment has made provision for the enforcement of 
the said right by or against any persons not being 
subject to the juriadictidn of the Courts establish- 
ed by Her Majesty’s Charter. 


I. Itis therefore hereby enacted, that the Copy- 
right in every book published in the life time of itd 
author within the said Territories after the passing 
of the Act of Parhament 3 and 4 Wm. 4 C. 8&, 
entitled “an Act fur effecting an arrangement with 
the East India Company and for the batter ge- 
vernment of Hie Majesty's ladiun Territoriea tit 
the 30th day of April 1854,” shall endure for the 
natural life of such author, and for the further terad 
of seven years commencing at the time of his deat 
and shall be the property of such Author and hie 
Assigns: Provided always, that if the said term of 
seven years shall expire before the end of forty-two 
years from the publication of such book, the Copy- 
right shall in that case endure for such period of 
forty-two years ; and that the Copyright tn everg 
book which shall be published after the death of 
ita Author shall endure for the term of forty-two 
years from the first publication thereof and shall 
be the property of the pr prietor of the Authors 
manuscript from which such book shall be fives 
published, and hie Assigns. 


If. And whereas it is expedient to provide 
against the suppression of books of importance to 
the public: It is enacted that it shall be lawful fow: 
the Governor General in Council on complaing 
made te them that the prepristor of the Copyrighs 


in any book published after the passing of this Act 
within the said ‘Veriitories, has after the death of 
its Author refused to republish or to allow the re- 
publication of the same, and that by reason of such 
refusal such book may be withheld from the pub- 
Jic, to grant a licence to such complainant to pub- 
lish such book in such manner and subject to such 
conditions as they may think fit, and it shall be 
lawful for such complainant to publish such book 
according to such licence.

An Act for the encouragement of learning in the 
Territories subject to the Government of the East 
India Company, by defining and providing for the 
enforcement of the right called Cupyright therein. 


Whereds doubts may exist whether the right 
ealled Copyright can be euforced by the Common 
Law of England in those parts of the ‘Territories 
subject to the Government of the East India Com- 
pany into which the Common Law of England has 
been introduced : 


And whereas doubts may exist whether the said 
right can be enforced by virtue of the principles 
of equity aud good conscience in the other parts 
of the Verritories subject to the Government of 
the ast India Company: 

And whereas for the encouragement of learning 
it 18 desirable that the existence of the said right 
should be placed beyond doubt, and that the said 
right should be made capable of easy enforcement 
in cvery part of the said Territories : 


And whereas it is doubtful whether the Act of 
Parhament 5 and 6 Victoria C. 45, entitled 
““an Act to amend the Law of Copyright,” although 
such Act extend to every part of the British Do- 
minions, has made appropriate and sufficient pro- 
viaion for the enforcement in every part of the

clopeedia, Review, Magazine, Periodical work and 
woik published in a series of Books or Parts, and in 
every Volume, Part, essay, Article and portion so 
composed and paid for shall be the property of 
such Proprietor, Projector, Publisher or Conductor, 
who shall enjoy the same rights as if he were the 
actual author thereof and shall have such term of 
Copyright there as is given to the authors of 
Books by this Act, except only that in the case of 
Essays, Articles or Portions forming part of and 
first published in Reviews, Magazines, or other Pe- 
riodical works of a like nature after the term 
of twenty-eight years from the first publication 
thereof respectively the mght of publishing the 
same ina separate form shall revert to the author 
for the remainder of the term given by this Act. 
Provided always, that during the term of twenty-

EDUCATION NOTICE.

Whereas the jurisdiction of the Court of Re- 
juests for the Recovery of Small Debts in and for 
he Settlement of Fort William in Bengal, is limit- 
d to suits brought for the recovery of Debts not 
xceeding 400 Sicca Rupces, and whereas it is not 
xpedient that the jurisdiction of the said Court of 
tequests should be extended: 


And whercas it is inconvenient to the people to 
e obliged to resort to Her Majesty’s Supreme 
sourt of Judicature in all suits for di bt exceeding

And whereas for remedy of the said inconvent- 
nce it is expedient to establish a new Court with 
urisdiction over the subject mattcrs of actions at 
aw, and with power to make decrees upon such 
ubject matters according to Equity and Good 
sonscience following the Law: 

I. Itis hereby enacted, that from and after the 

day of 

he Court of Requests for the Recovery of Small 
Jebts in and for the Settlement of Fort William in 
Jenga} shall be abolished, except so far as regards 
uits pending therein at the time of passing this 
tet, which shall be proceeded in and determined 
8 if this Act had not been passed, and that on the 
aid day a Court for the exercise of original Civil 
urisdiction in the City of Calcutta shall be 
‘stablished, and shall be called the Subordinate 
vivil Court for the City of Calcutta. 


IJ. And it is enacted, that the said Subordinate 
Civil Court shall consist of as many Commissioners 
as to the Governor of Bengal shall from time to 
time seem meet, and that each of the Commissioners 
sitting separately shall exercise all the jurisdiction 
and powers herein conferred upon the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court, except the power of making 
Rules under Section XXV. of this Act. Provided 
always, that at least one of the said Commissioners 
shall be a Barrister of not less than five years 
standing. 

Il]. And it is enacted, that one of the Com- 
missioners being a Barrister of five years standing, 
shall be the Chief Commissioner. 

IV. And it 1s enacted, that each of the Com- 
missioners shall receive such Salary as to the 
Governor General in Council shall seem meet, 
respect being had to the qualifications of each. 

V. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for 
the Governor of Bengal to appoint such and so 
many Ministerial Officers as to him shall seem 
necessary for the efficient performance of the 
business of the said Court, and that each of the 
said Officers shall receive such Salary as to the 
Governor Gencral in Council shall seem meet. 


VI. And it is enacted, that the said Subor- 
dinate Civil Court shall have jurisdiction over all 
causes of Action, for which an Action may be main- 
tained on the Plea Side of the said Supreme Court, 
where the debt, damages, or value of the property 

for which such Action may be brought does not 
exceed the following amounts, that is to say, where 
the Action is brought, to recover any property for 
which an Action of Kjectment may be maintained in 
the said Supreme Court, the amount of Two Ilundred 
Company’s Lupees per annum, where the Action 
is brought for any malicious arrest, maliciously 
holding to Bail or tor any other malicious prosecu- 
tion, or for any Libel or Slander, or for any Assault, 
Battery, or false iinprisonment, the amount of Three 
Hundred Company’s Rupees, and in all other 
Actions the amount of One Thousand Company's 
Rupees. 


VII. And it is enacted, that the jurisdiction of 
the said Subordinate Civil Court shall alao extend 
to the recovery of the unliquidated Balance of a 
Partnership Account, to the extent of Five Hun- 
dred Company’s Rupees if the Plaintiff shall be 
content to limit his claim to the recovery of that 
amount.

IT. Whereas by the Charter eetahlishing the 
said Court. it is provided that in ease the party 
summoned by the summons or precept in nature 
of asummone which the said Court is thereby 
empowered to award shall not appear unon the 
return of such summons or precept as aforesnid 
according to the exigence thereof, the said Court 
is further authorized and empowered to award 
and issue a writ or warrant directed to the She- 
riff of Calcutta, usually called a capias of con- 
tempt, commanding him to arrest and seize the 
body of such person so making default, and to 
have his said body at such time and place as 
shall be specified in the said writ for that pur- 
pose before the said Court to answer the plaint; 
and whereas by the Rules and Orders on the
